Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that neither prior art references 
teach the using a critical stocking ratio (CSR) for an item to apportion a total quantity of each of the plurality of items. The examiner does 
not concur. Applicant should review paragraphs 1 77 and 202-208 of their own disclosure. The prior art "uses" a critical stocking ratio as 
much as applicant does in apportioning items. Applicant is emphasizing "total quantity" and examiner is emphasizing the broad and 
vague term "using a critical stocking ration". Applicant's disclosure permits applicant to claim "using" a CSR to determine apportions 
because the CSR determines the total amount of stock and an apportionment cannot exceed the total amount. Not only is this shown by 
the prior art, it is common sense that an apportionment cannot exceed the total amount. For example, applicant disclosure could not 
support the limitation of applying the CSR to apportion the total quantity of each of the plurality of items--.
